A  draft  of  a  tall  wan  aubmitUd  for 
coDnideration,  but  was  referred  back 
to  the  eoamittee,  with  power  to  pat 
it  in  ahape  and  predent  it  to  tbe  Leg 
islature. 

It  pro  ride*  that  borough  clerka  be 
appointed  by  Council  and^not  elected, 
and  that  their  terma  aball  be  in  tbe 
diaeration  of  Council ;  that  a  treasurer 
may  be  appointed  in  addition  to  a 
collector ;  that  the  borough  election 
shall  be  held  on  tbe  name  day  as  the 
townahip  election  in  which  the  bor 
'  ough  is  located ;  that  the  borwugl 
aobcitor  and  anataaor  need  not  give 
bonds. 

It  provides  that  Councilmen  uhall 
be  elected  for  three-year  tenuu  and 
they  must  lira  in  the  ward  they  rep¬ 
resent  ;  a  quorum  of  Council  man  t« 
consist  of  four  menibere  or  three 
members  and  tbe  Mayor 

Tbe  bill  provides  for  tbe  election  of 
a  Mayor  and  six  members  uf  Count'd, 
a  Freeholder,  Assessor,  Collecton 
three  Commissioners  of  Appeid1 
Poundkeeper  and  Overseer  of  the 
Poor.  The  appointive  Hifficeiv  an 
Marshal,  Clerk,  Comcuieaiouer 
Highways,  three  Commissioners  o. 
Assessment,  who  shall  also  lie  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  Solicitor,  Polio 
Justice,  and  as  many  police  officers  a* 
Council  may  provide  for  by  ordinance 
The  Mayor  and  Council  may  appoint 
a  borough  engineer  if  they  aae  fit 
The  salary  of  the  Mayor  is  not  to  ex 
caed  $300,  and  the  term  shall  be  two 
years  ;  Council  shall  receive  no  avlar} 
and  the  members  shall  be  elected  for 
three  years.  The  term  of  office  ol 
Borough  Cleik  shall  be  optional  with 
Council ;  Freeholder,  three  years  ;  As 
sensor,  three  years;  Collector,  three 
years .  Commissioners  of  Appeal,  one 
year  ;  Poundkeeper,  one  year  ;  Over¬ 
seer  of  Poor,  one  year ;  Borough 
Council  at  will  of  Council ;  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Highways,  one  year  ;  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Assessment,  three  years; 
Police  Justice^  one  year;  police,  at 
will  of  Council.  Tbe  salaries  are  to 
be  fixed  by  Council. 

The  delegatee  decided  that  each 
borough  shall  be  separate  in  matters 
of  local  government  and  each  shall  be 
a  separate  school  district  Where 
there  are  over  600  voters  in  a  bor¬ 
ough  it  shall  be  divided  intu  wards, 
the  division  to  be  made  before  May 
next  following  the  passage  of  the  act-

has  perfected  the  bill  printed  copies 
of  it  will  be  eeni  to  the  borough  clerks 
in  tbe  State  and  an£  suggestions  are 
to  be  made  within  five  days.

Use  of  the  first  bills  iotroduoed  in 
tbe  Legislature  will  be  the  bicycle 
tiaggage  bill,  which  the  organized 
wheelmen  of  the  State  will  uiaks  a 
vigor  jus  fight  to  have  passed.  The 
Chief  Consul  of  tbe  L.  A  W.,  C. 
Frank  Kireker,  has  issued  a  circular 
to  all  wheelmen  in  the  8tate,  Urging 
them  to  make  every  reasonable  effort 
to  have  it  ecacted  by  bringing  all 
proper  influences  to  bear  upon  the 
iugialsture  of  their  locality.  The 
bicycle  baggage  bill  is  as  follows  ;
